During the past school year, for exapple, 
the major American studios released a 
total of 224 films. Of this number only 
152 were given a rating by the Legion 
of Decency of A-l or A-2. — 

While we exhibit about 50 movies dur- 
ing the school year, we are in the unusual 
position of showing only two films per 
week. Under this circumstance, we are 
forced to “grab” every third film that 
passes through the Indianapolis film ex- 
changes bureau.

At pres- 
ent, however, Gallagher is some- i 
what behind as far as actual work 
done is concerned. Each hall has 
a student lounge and a prefect’s 
room on each floor:
